Preserving human rights 


Andover High School students working 
for chapter of Amnesty International 


By Allyson Bates 

With human rights their main 
concern, Raheela Quereshi, 16, 
and Cecilia Lim, 16, will lead the 
Andover High School chapter of 
Amnesty International in the 
fall. 

“Our chapter tries to do two 
things,” explained Ms. Lim, of 4 
Blueberry Hill. “We are con- 
cerned with spreading aware- 
ness and preserving human 
rights,” 

The AHS chapter contributes 
to the national organization 
through writing letters to minis- 
ters, presidents, or heads of cabi- 
nets of countries such as Turkey, 
Somalia and Ubekistan. 

“The government receives 
over 1,000 letters from chapters 
everywhere, including Europe 
and overseas,” Ms. Lim said. 

The postponement of the 
death sentence for Gary Graham 
of Texas was acheived through a 
petition with more than one mil- 
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lion signatures. 

“Gary Graham was finally 
granted clemency,” said Ms, 
Quereshi, of 8 Orchard Crossing, 
“We try to help prisioners of con- 
science. No one should be 
deprived of human rights,” 

A recent fundraiser during 
Bazaar Days raised $80 for 
Amnesty International through 
a bake sale, T-shirt sales, and 
donations from the community. 

“Our top priority is overcom- 
ing ignorance,” Ms. Lim 
explained. “A lot of people at the 
bazaar mentioned to us that they 
were adult members 
Amnesty.” 

The Merrimack Valley Chap- 
ter of Amnesty International, 
run by Leslie Baskin, “helped 
handle the bazaar and shares a 
bond because both are chapters 
of Amnesty, but receive different 
Urgent Actions,” said Ms. Lim.

“There are different groups starting at 
Andover High that are more specified,” Ms.

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Take a walking tour in town Designer donates furnishings, 


By Barbara Thibault 

Historic cemeteries are the subject 
of the next walking tour jointly spon- 
sored by the Andover Historical Soci- 
ety and Department of Community Ser- 
vices. The walk begins at the society’s 
Amos Blanchard House, 97 Main St., 
promptly at 12:30 p.m. on Wednesday, 
July 28. Lemonade and cookies will be 
available at noon for those who can 
bring a bag lunch and enjoy the 
ambiance of this old property. 

Living in Andover, a historic town, 
stimulates interest in the past, appreci- 
ation for the present and concern for 
the future. One of the best resources is 
found in the early burying grounds: 
South Church, Christ Church and 
Chapel Cemetery at Phillips Academy. 

The South Parish Burying-yard was 
established in 1710 on a hilltop to the 
rear of the meeting house. Winged 
death heads, cherubs and skulls adorn 
the slate gravestones of Andover’s ear- 
ly families. Ann Blanchard’s 1723 
marker is a typical example. Layout 
was not planned in old burial grounds, 
though the headstones and footstones 
were often placed in an east-west loca- 
tion for religious reasons. 

Christ Church Cemetery is part of a

traditional New England ecclesiastical 
complex with church, rectory, school 
offices and burying yard. The Parish 
Register records the first burial in 1840. 
Family graves with names such as 
Marland, Valpey, Tyer, Punchard and 
Byers represent not only the new Epis- 
copal society but also the recently- 
arrived townspeople of the 19th centu- 
ry. 

The cemetery and Chapel Cemetery 
at Phillips Academy contain a variety 
of stone materials, shapes and designs. 
Granite monuments and marble mark- 
ers in Chapel Cemetery symbolize 
memorials to the Academy Hill His- 
toric District’s three institutions: 
Andover Theological Seminary, 
Phillips Academy and Abbot Academy. 

These cemeteries illustrate Ameri- 
can folk art, represent historic New 
England landscapes and contain tangi- 
ble records of Andover’s residents. 

People can find more information on 
location maps and family lists in the 
society’s Caroline Underhill Research 
Library. Also at the society is an ongo- 
ing survey of the cemeteries. The 
library’s hours are 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., 
Monday through Friday and Wednes- 
day evenings until 8:30.

only a memory. 

Carillon concerts 
ended Aug. 11, 1992, 
with the last recital 
of the summer 
series. Ms. Warner, 
Phillips Academy 
record librarian and 
an Andover resident, 
was faced with the 
dilemma of continu- 
ing the concerts and 
lessons for another 
season with the tow- 
er in such poor con- 
dition. 

“After doing this 
for years and years 
with the instrument 
as user-unfriendly as 
it is,” Ms. Warner 
said, “I asked myself, 
how could I do it 
again?” 

Problems began 
for the 1923 Phillips 
Academy tower in 
1966, when the top 18 
bells were removed 
and sold, following 
the “poor” advice of 
a bell expert, said 
Ms. Warner. 

“The bells ended 
up on a circus wagon 
in Arkansas,” she 
said. “And they were 
replaced with 18 
cheap Dutch bells.” 

The tower’s bells 
have clappers hang- 
ing by canvas 
instead of metal. 
“The canvas is thin 
and splitting,” said 
Ms. Warner. “This 
will be the second 
time replacing it.” 

S-hooks, which 
connect the clappers 
to the keyboard, are 
threatening to snap 
since the ring has 
worn thin. 

“It’s just not 
worth replacing the 
clapper staples,” Ms. 
Warner explained. 
“The bells need to be 
replaced. The key- 
board and the caril- 
lon are too small and 
there are only 37 
bells. There should 
be 47-49 minimum.” 

The tower, accord- 
ing to Ms. Warner, 
needs to be renovat- 
ed, not restored, and 
an extra octave of

bells should be 
added. 

“Tt is better that 
we keep the bottom 
19 bells and replace 
18 and add an octave 
more,” said Ms. 
Warner. “This will 
make a useful caril- 
lon where you can 
teach kids to play. 
Otherwise it is like 
trying to play 
Chopin on a three 
octave piano.” 

Ms. Warner said 
the bells and their 
tower need an office, 
practice room for the 
carillon, new prac- 
tice keyboard and a 
new keyboard inside 
the tower. 

“Tt is no fun to 
play now,” said Ms. 
Warner. “The interi- 
or is a disgrace. It 
needs redesigning 
since it was original- 
ly built for a small 
chime of bells but 
they put in a carillon 
instead.” 

Concerts at 
Phillips Academy 
used to be held twice 
a week during the 
fall and spring term, 
in addition to the 
summer concerts. 
On Wednesdays at 
5:15 p.m., the tower 
was open, and Fri- 
day nights there 
were informal play- 
ings. 

“T’m sorry for this 
situation,” said Ms. 
Warner. “I regret 
there aren’t any 
summer series. It is 
so sad. I miss it and 
apologize.” 

PA Headmaster 
Donald McNemar is 
sorry about the situ- 
ation, too. He said 
the school is mindful 
of the fact that the 
bell tower is a monu- 
ment to those

who died in World 
War I, and he said 
the school continues 
to hold Memorial 
Day services at the 
site. Also, the school 
has lit the tower at 
night for the last five 
years. 

The tower and its 
bells are what Dr, 
McNemar calls a 
“hard issue” because 
the donor, Samuel 
Lester Fuller, want- 
ed to give something 
that’s “absolutely 
useless,” not a build- 
ing or an endowed 
position, for exam- 
ple, said the head- 
master. 

“The irony is that 
it has become the 


symbol of the 
school,” he said. 
However, Dr. 


McNemar said that 
the school “has gone 
through some budget 
constraints in the 
last two, three 
years,” and there 
have been limita- 
tions on salaries and 
building repairs.

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Keatings talk about their young son’s death

acquitted of a second negligent homi- 
cide charge and a misdemeanor 
charge, both involving driving while 
intoxicated, prosecutors contend that 
alcohol abuse led to the crash. 

This coming Monday night, Mr. 
Keating’s parents, James Sr. and Mary, 
and sisters, Jackie, 26, and Heather, 8, 
will remember Jay - a nickname 
James Jr. was given by his younger 
Sister —- with family members from 
across the country at a memorial Mass 
at Merrimack College. A memorial 
Mass will be held for him at St. Augus- 
tine Church in September. 

Mr. Sweet, who received a two-to-six 
year sentence in state prison at Con- 
cord, N.H., on June 29, has been free on 
his personal recognizance pending his 
incarceration one week from today, on 
Thursday, July 29. Mr. Sweet did not 
want to talk with the Townsman about 
his impending sentence, the crimes he 
was charged with or the accident. His 
father, James Sweet Sr., of Salem, N.H., 
said last week that the Sweet family 
has its own tragedy to deal with in hav- 
ing a son involved in the accident and 
who is now going to prison. 

The Keatings agreed to talk about 
their son’s death because they hope 
someone might learn some lessons 
about drinking and driving. 

In an interview with the Townsman, 
the Keatings expressed more sympathy 
than anger for the man convicted of 
causing their son’s death. Mr. Keating 
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said Mr. Sweet not only has his prison 
sentence to serve, but he also will have 
to carry the felony conviction with him 
the rest of his life and it will affect 
what jobs he can hold and almost 
everything else he does. 

“All because he was drinking,” Mr. 
Keating said. 

A night of partying 

The accident that killed Jay Keating 
was the culmination of a night of party- 
ing, according to Dave Mooney, assis- 
tant Rockingham County attorney and 
co-prosecutor in the case, 

Mr. Sweet, Mr. Keating and Paul 
McCarthy, 22, and Russell Bauters, 25, 
both of Salem, N.H., got together late 
Saturday afternoon, July 26, 1992, and 
played cards and hung out at an apart- 
ment Mr. Sweet and Mr. McCarthy 
shared on Main Street in Salem. 

“They were friends. The other three 
were closer to each other than” (to Jay 
Keating), Mr. Mooney said. 

Some drinking may have been going 
on at the apartment but there was no 
evidence presented in court that Mr. 
Sweet had been drinking at that time. 
The group decided to go to Club Indus- 
try, then a new club in Manchester, 
N.H., to close out the evening. They 
took Mr. McCarthy’s four-door Toyota 
Tercel and beer was purchased for the 
ride. Additional beer was consumed in 
the parking lot of Club Industry, 
though again it was unclear if Mr. 
Sweet was drinking at that point. 

“But it is clear that he did drink

I’ve just returned from visiting 
my son, Jay. I didn’t visit him at his 
apartment or a similar place — I visit- 
ed him at his grave in Spring Grove 
Cemetery in Andover. 

It was a nice, mild day — the grass 
had just been cut, there was a fresh 
smell in the air. I looked down at my 
son’s grave and thought, “What are 
you doing here, Jay? You’re 23 and 
you should be out with your friends, 
laughing and joking and enjoying 
life like all the other 23-year-olds 
do.” 


while inside Club Industry,” Mr. 
Mooney said. 

The group left the club after closing 
time, which was at 1 a.m. Mr. Sweet 
allegedly took the keys from Mr. 
McCarthy because he thought he was 
in better shape to drive than Mr. 
McCarthy, and Mr. Mooney doesn’t 
dispute that fact. 

“It’s fair to say McCarthy was 
drunk. It’s the state’s belief Sweet was 
impaired to some degree,” Mr. Mooney 
said. 

The accident happened 20 to 30 min- 
utes later. According to a witness, the 
Tercel was going 70 to 80 miles per 
hour prior to the accident. when it 
passed a car, swerved back from the 
travel lane to the passing lane, lost con- 
trol and went off the road and flipped. 

Mr. Sweet and Mr. Bauters were 
thrown out the front of the car. Mr. 
Keating was in the rear passenger side 
and was ejected through the passenger- 
side window. He died instantly of head 
trauma suffered in the roll over, 
according to an autopsy report. 

The vehicle actually spun in the air 
and came down on that side, Mr. 
Mooney said. 

Mr. Bauters and Mr. Sweet were 
both injured and spent time in the hos- 
pital and rehabilitation. Mr. McCarthy 
was the only one not seriously injured. 

“He was wearing a seat belt and he 
walked away from the accident,” Mr. 
Mooney said. 

Mr. Sweet was charged with negli- 
gent homicide later that night at the 
hospital. 

Notified by phone 

The Keatings received a call from 

state police at 6 a.m. Sunday at their

Instead, he’s been in his grave for 
almost a year now — no more laugh- 
ter, no more joking around and, yes, 
no more yelling at him to get out of 
bed. No more hugs and no more kiss- 
es. All the things a father remembers 
about his son. 

All this is now just a memory - 
I'm crying as I write this. Does any- 
one know what it does to a parent 
when a son has been lost — except 
those who have already lost? 

All this is gone because of the 
irresponsible and criminal behavior 
of James Sweet as he drove that 
night, well above the posted speed 
limit, 80-plus miles per hour. 

The blood-alcohol-level test 
showed that James Sweet was 
impaired, but because of some 
judge’s erroneous determination, the 
test was not allowed as evidence 
because of a technicality. Justice 
and rationality are once again 
defeated by egotism and misinforma-

their son had died. 

“Heather woke me up because (Mr. 
Keating) was crying on the phone,” 
Mrs. Keating said. 

It took Mr. Keating much of the rest 
of the day and into Monday to find out 
what had happened to his son. He final- 
ly located a security guard at the hospi- 
tal who told him his son was in the 
morgue. Then he heard from an assis- 
tant district attorney who began telling 
him about the accident. Soon the vic- 
tim assistance agencies and others 
began to call. 

“It was a breakdown in communica- 
tion initially,” Mr. Keating said. 

The trial 

It was the state of New Hampshire, 
not the Keatings, that prosecuted Mr. 
Sweet. Mrs. Keating said she is not 
sure if they would have chosen to pros- 
ecute, but she does believe there was a 
lesson to learn. 

Due to a delay in Mr. Sweet being 
notified that he registered .09 on the 
alcohol test, the state was not able to 
use that information to prosecute on 
the DWI charge. The notification had 
been sent registered mail to his apart- 
ment, but Mr. Sweet had moved to his 
parents’ home, and the notice was 
returned. 

The failure of the notice delivery 
prevented an opportunity for Mr. 
Sweet from seeking a second test. 
Another mistake was that a second 
blood sample was destroyed after being 
held for 30 days at the hospital. The 
two failures resulted in the blood test 
being thrown out as evidence in the tri- 
al.

No one has yet explained why 
James Sweet, after he had passed a car 
that was driving at the speed limit, 
made some rapid and erratic lane 
changes, which caused the roll-over. 
James Sweet's lawyer would not let 
him testify, for obvious reasons, but 
my personal belief is that he was 
“horsing around,” jerking the wheel 
back and forth. If the car had not gone 
out of control, he probably would have 
continued this erratic driving further 
down the road. 

I believe excessive speed was 


to eject and throw him for that dis- 
tance of 60 feet could only have been 
generated by a vehicle traveling at a 
very high rate of speed. 

Since the death of my son, only Rus- 
sell Bauters has indicated any sorrow. 
No one else. James Sweet has not — 
Jay’s supposed friend. I think that an 
expression of sorrow could have been 
made without admitting guilt. 

James Sweet probably expects to 
receive no jail time, maybe some tap- 
on-the-wrist probation, He probably 
thinks that because of his youth and 
no previous record, his sentence will 


Jay’s mother's grief is all a waste, jus- 
tice in New Hampshire is all a waste. 
New Hampshire has recently enacted 
tougher laws in order to try to curb 
drunken driving. Sentencing also has 
to reflect this determination to get the } 
message across. The only way to get 
the message across is by the use of stiff 
and prescribed terms of incarceration. 

James Sweet has to receive the 
maximum sentence prescribed by law. 
If he does not, then the state of New 
Hampshire will have indicated to me 
that the death of my son is of little con- 
sequence.

ing said. 

“But at the sentencing we argued that 
alcohol was a factor,” Mr. Mooney said. 

Mr. Mooney said the state had a “fairly 
strong circumstantial case” with testimony 
that Mr. Sweet drank at least one beer and 
had the opportunity to drink for a period of 
seven hours. 

Mr. Sweet was acquitted on the class-A 
charge of negligent homicide in causing the 
death of another while operating under the 
influence, and the misdemeanor charge of 
aggravated driving while intoxicated. He was 
convicted of one count of class-B negligent 
homicide for causing the death of another 
while failing to maintain control of a vehicle. 

At the sentencing, Mr. Keating said he 
asked Mr. Sweet, “Do you know what you 
have done?” He hopes the two- to six-year 
sentence Mr. Sweet received drove that point 
home, Mr. Keating said. 

Mr. Sweet’s mother broke down at the sen- 
tencing, Mr. Keating said. 

“We weren't jumping around for joy,” Mr. 
Keating added. 

Learning lessons 

“When we have loss of life, there should be 
some form of punishment, because otherwise 
lessons aren't learned,” Mrs. Keating said. 
“The judge did say that it could not go 
unpunished.” 

Mrs. Keating said Mr. Sweet will be able to 
continue his education or gain some training 
to put his time in prison to constructive use, 
while friends who visit him will realize the 
impact of what he did. 

She is disappointed that the technicality 
that kept Mr. Sweet from being charged with 
drunken driving is not being changed and 
she wonders how many more victims will 
suffer before the blood-test notification pro- 
cess is amended. 

“The jury didn’t have the evidence that I 
knew was available,” she said. “He could 
have walked away.” 

She said the justice system caters more to 
the accused than the victim. 

“It's ludicrous,” she said. 

But she has hope that something will 
come of her son’s death.

not drink and drive, and if designated 
drivers become a normality.” 

Mr. Mooney agrees. 

“T think there’s a lesson to be learned,” 
Mr. Mooney said. “When a person is convict- 
ed of a sentence involving drinking and driv- 
ing, they are sentenced accordingly. It’s for 
the purpose of deterrence. The purpose for 
the prosecution is to get the message out 
there. 

“Jim Sweet is not an evil person. He didn’t 
set out to kill anyone,” Mr. Mooney said. 
“But when he took the keys from Paul 
McCarthy, he took his friends’ lives in his 
hands. And he failed them. Everybody feels 
sorry for Jim Sweet, but Jim Keating is gone 
forever.” 

“It’s difficult for Sweet’s family to deal 
with this, but we go to see Jay at Spring 
Grove Cemetery,” Mrs. Keating said. 


Will be missed 

Jay had gone into the Marines straight out 
of high school and left the Marine Corps in 
April 1992, according to his mother. 

“He survived the Persian Gulf and Desert 
Storm,” she said. “I thought, ‘Thank God he’s 
come home.’ ” 

Mrs. Keating said it took her until Mon- 
day afternoon, a day and a half after the 
phone call from police, before she was calm 
enough to drive back home from Falmouth. 
Her first reaction had been to call the trooper 
back and ask how he was sure it was her son. 

“T was in denial,” she said. 

The trooper assured her that he had seen 
Jay himself and that it was he who had 
removed the wallet from Jay’s pocket. 

Jay was taking night courses at Northern 


Essex Community College and 


was to start at the University of 


Massachusetts at Lowell full 
time last September, where he 
wanted to work toward a degree 
in physical therapy or criminal 
justice, 

“His whole (night school) 
class came to his wake and 
funeral,” Mrs, Keating said. 

His teacher had nominated 
Jay for a writing award before 
his death. Jay had also taken the 
state police entrance exam, but 
his score of 91 wasn’t received 
until after his death. 

“He didn’t have the confi- 
dence in himself, but I did,” his 
mother said. 

The song Good-bye My Friend, 
by Linda Ronstatd, was played at 


Jay’s funeral. Dan Grecoe of 


Andover wrote a story with the 


same title in memory of Jay, 
recounting his own experience 
of going through the motions of 
Jay’s wake and funeral. 

The day before the jury came 
back with the verdict, Mrs. Keat- 
ing went to the scene of the acci- 
dent with a trooper and a volun- 
teer from Victims Inc., a New 
Hampshire support group. She 
placed a cross with Jay’s name 
on it at the spot where the car 
came to rest. “So that if people 
drive by, they might stop and 
think of the consequences,” she 
said. 

“Jay used to equate life to a 
dance that eventually comes to 
an end. However, you don’t 
expect it to end so soon,” Mrs. 
Keating said. “It’s difficult. It’s 
very difficult. A light has gone 
out.”

In town offices they are working 
in the offices of the town manager 
and finance division, answering 
phones and doing some filing. 

In fact, Ms. Wesson said if some- 
one is looking to employ some young 
people for the summer, she still has a 
list of people who applied for the Our 
Town jobs, and she would be glad to 
share names with possible employ- 
ers. Her goal is to provide employ- 
ment for young people who want to 
work.

Resident takes ‘an emotional journey’

The phone rang at 9 a.m.in the 
Grune home at 2 Magnolia Ave. and 
in German, the voice identified him- 
self as a representative of the mayor 
of Cologne, Germany. He extended 
an invitation to Mrs. Grune, me, and 
my husband, Kurt Goldschmidt, to 
spend a week in Cologne as guests of 
the city. He explained that a group of 
former Jewish residents of the city 
were invited and were meeting at 
Kennedy Airport in New York City 
to begin their journey back to the 
city of their birth. We took the trip 
June 2-10. 

It was more than 50 years ago that 
I left Cologne with my parents when 
after “Crystalnight” it became 
unsafe for Jews to remain in Ger- 
many. But now, the media carried 
accounts of activities in Germany 
reminiscent of that era. My decision 
to accept the invitation was made 
when I was asked to speak to Ger- 
man schoolchildren during the visit. 
Perhaps even a small effort on my 
part to recount my experiences to a 
group of schoolchildren could help to 
prevent history from repeating itself. 

There were 39 of us at Kennedy 
Airport on June 2 from all over the 
United States. Upon our arrival in 
Cologne, after an official welcome, 
we were bused to our hotel. That 
evening, a banquet was held in our 
honor at city hall and Mayor Norbert 


Burger welcomed us. At each table 
were members of the mayor's staff 
from various city departments. We 
exchanged information as to how our 
cities work and I was impressed by 
their efficiency and how frank they 
were in discussing the problems they

were facing. I was delighted to hear 
how much they sincerely admire the 
U.S. and I felt we could learn much 
from each other, 

The next morning, our bus took us 
to the largest synagogue in Cologne 
where my parents and I had wor- 
shiped. It was burned during “Crys- 
talnight” in 1938, but was restored by 
the city and had a membership of 
1,200. Of the 20,000 Jews living in 
Cologne before the war, 1,800 
returned and live there now. I spoke 
to several of them (my German is 
still fluent) but found it difficult to 
understand what motivated them to 
return. They live in virtual isolation, 
no longer as an integrated part of 
Cologne life as they knew it before 
the Holocaust. Memories of my child- 
hood came back more and more in 
these familiar surroundings. Some 
members of our group wept openly, 


remembering: their families and 


friends who perished in the Holo- 
caust. But the tight security at the 
entrance to the synagogue brought 
us back to present-day reality. 

We then visited the Jewish ceme- 
tery where part of my family is 
buried and a service was held at a 
Holocaust memorial erected there. 
Our group got acquainted and each 
one had his or her own story of sur- 
Vival and we realized how our return 
to Cologne gave rise to mixed emo- 
tions, Some of our group came alone 
- their spouses refused to ever set 
foot on German soil again. 

Every day of our trip was planned 
and supervised by representatives of 
the mayor, who were totally dedicat- 
ed to our enjoyment and comfort. 
There were excursions along the 
Rhine and Moselle rivers, to the seat 
of the provincial government in Dus- 
seldorf and, of course, city tours and 
a visit to the famous Cologne cathe- 
dral. 

The most impressive part of our 
tour was to the Document Center 
located in the building of the former 
Gestapo headquarters. We were met 
there by the staff who are gathering 
and cataloging information of former 
Jewish residents and documenting 
the history of racism in Germany. 
We had been asked to bring pho- 
tographs of our families, their busi- 
nesses and homes, and were individ-

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Suggestions for 
the downtown 


Kditor, Townsman: 

We read with interest the recent 
Townsman article on traffic congestion 
in town. [“Traffic supervisor offers 
solutions to downtown congestion,” 
page 1, July 15. 

The discussion seems always, how- 
ever, to end up focusing on parking 
problems. As downtown residents, we 
have the opportunity to observe traffic 
in Andover center at various times 


during the week and can verify one of 


the statements made by Mr. Cantone - 
there are always sufficient parking 
spaces in town, except during certain 
special events. 

As a result, we think it is time to 
look at Andover’s traffic issues from a 
different angle. 

The vitality and viability of Andover 
town center is dependent upon its 
accessibility, attractiveness and safety 
for people, both in and out of their 
vehicles. Perhaps by looking at this 
issue from the point of view of pedestri- 
an traffic as well as that of vehicle traf: 
fic, we may be able to arrive at better 
overall solutions. 

Along these lines, here are a few pro: 
posals: 

Create highly visible pedestrian 
crossings, perhaps using a raised sur- 
face such as cobbled stone, in order to 
discourage fast driving on Main Street. 

Widen sidewalks along Main Street 
from Chestnut to Elm in order to 
encourage more foot traffic and give

the town center a pedestrian-friendly 
appearance, 

Limit in-town parking along Main 
Street, allowing only handicapped, taxi 
and bus parking in bays cut in to the 
wide sidewalks. 

Pedestrianize the area around Old 
Town Hall, making the walk along 
Main Street safe and pleasant by elimi- 
nating turning traffic on and off Main 
Street. 

Add downtown police visibility dur- 
ing peak hours in order to encourage 
smooth traffic flow through town and 
to improve safety for pedestrians cross- 
ing Main Street. 

These would make Andover a more 
attractive business district for both 
residents and visitors. Parking in the 
more-than-adequate number of spaces 
provided in the existing lots would not 
be viewed as a hardship if walking in 
town was pleasurable and crossing 
streets was not life threatening. 

It is our hope that these suggestions 
will spark some debate that leads to a 
broader based solution than can be 


offered by the limited perspective of 


the perennial parking argument.

Editor, Townsman: 

The plans for landscaping the front 
of Memorial Hall Library seem to be 
lovely and the idea of selling memorial 
bricks is indeed meaningful. But I 


would ask that, rather than reproduc- 
ing so specifically a certain past 
design, the committee retain the gener- 
al atmosphere of that historical period 
while also including the evolution of 
that space over the years and the way it 
is used today. The library building 
itself is different because of the addi- 
tion. The space around the building 
can change some too. 

Before the renovation and new addi- 
tion to the library there was a much- 
used bicycle rack to the right of the 
front entrance. It was removed and 
never returned. It is missed. There is 
plenty of space there to have a bike 
rack again (relocated perhaps to suit 
the desired design) as well as benches 
(great idea), new plantings and the 
brick walk. The library does have bike 
racks now, four hitching post types 
along the Essex Street sidewalk and 
one rack on an island back in the park- 
ing lot. The posts aren’t used much 
because they are not near an entrance. 
The parking lot rack is also remote 
(should be closer to the rear entrance) 
and is inconvenient for some. 

If you rode a bike from Wolcott 
Street, for instance, to the library, you 
probably would not ride it down Essex 
Street, park it in the library parking 
lot, go into the back entrance, walk up 
those stairs, select your books, check 
them out, walk down those stairs and 
out to the parking lot to get your bicy- 
cle and then pump it up Pearson Street 
to Main. You would go to the front 
entrance of the library and lock your 
bike to the fence or railing as many 
now do. A bicycle-friendly, very large 
library would have a bike rack near 
the front entrance and one near the

ually interviewed for a book being 
compiled of former residents and their 
stories of survival. We then visited the 
basement, which held the jail cells and 
interrogation rooms of the Gestapo. 
This is being preserved as a memorial, 


mainly because of the messages of 


despair scratched into the walls of the 
jail cells. My father was interrogated 
for three days and nights there. Lucki- 
ly, he was released and left Germany 
immediately thereafter. 

We stopped at the Jewish school that 
I attended. A square near the school 
has been named for the principal who 
had saved hundreds of children from 
concentration camp only to be deport- 
ed and killed. 

We spoke to many Germans, They 
all wanted us to feel welcome and know 
that we were a part of Cologne’s histo- 
ry. My skepticism of their sincerity 
finally gave way to understanding that 
their purpose of our invitation was tru- 
ly to preserve the memory of what had 
happened and to keep the motto “never 
again” alive. 

We witnessed several demonstra- 
tions while we were there. Early one

morning we saw swastikas painted on 
a fence near the cathedral. They were 
painted over immediately and the per- 


petrator was arrested. Germany has 
many problems and those we spoke to 
admitted it readily. They look to us to 
show them how to deal with them and 
still preserve their democracy. 

The school children we spoke to 
asked us what they could do to prevent 
these occurrences. We told them not to 
become the “silent majority” but to 
speak up, write to their elected repre- 
sentatives, their newspapers and 
demonstrate for what they believe. We 
told them that in a democracy, every 
voice is important. We left Germany 
hoping that they got the message and 
we were happy to be going home.

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‘ou can have a great trip on less 

y money, according to travel expert 

Arthur Frommer. His motto, 
“With a little knowledge and a willing- 
ness to explore new approaches, anyone 
can save on any trip anywhere in the 
world.” It just takes the right attitude 
and some sound advice. 

, Here are Mr. Frommer’s ten com- 
mandments for successful budget trav- 
el: 

1. Prioritize. Decide what’s most 
important to you, then economize 
around it. Most people can’t afford to fly 
first class, stay in a luxury hotel, eat 
every meal in a three-star restaurant, 
and shop endlessly. But you may be able 
to indulge in one of these activities if 
you economize elsewhere, such as fore- 
going first-class air tickets to stay at an 
upscale hotel. 

2. Use consolidators. Consolidators 


-tbuy blocks of airline tickets, hotel 


rooms, cruise ship cabins, and car 
rentals at deeply discounted rates and 
pass them on to travelers. Look for ads 
in the travel section of your local news- 
paper. 

3. Negotiate. “Most travel products 
are perishable,’ Mr. Frommer says. “If 
a ship sails with empty cabins or a 
plane leaves with empty seats, that’s a 
total loss. Smart travelers negotiate for 
the price they’d like to pay.” So avoid 
toll-free reservation numbers, instead, 
call hotels directly to negotiate for a 
favorable room rate. 

4. Go rural. Stay out of a major city,

avoid high-priced hotels and restau- 
rants. Then take day trips to see muse- 
ums and attractions. 

5, Stay private. “Staying in a private 
home or an apartment is often much 
more economical than even a hotel’s 
bargain rate,” Mr. Frommer suggests. 
To learn about available homes and 
apartments, contact local tourist 
bureaus. 

6, Use ATMs, “Have cash, will spend” 
is typical vacation behavior. To avoid 
impulse spending, take only a small 
amount of cash and use automatic teller 
machines, or ATMs, to get more as you 
need it. Explains Mr. Frommer, “My 
wife and I have traveled to the most 
remote parts of the U.S. and taken only 
$100 in cash. That’s because my bank 
belongs to the MasterCard/CIRRUS 
ATM Network - it offers so many ATMs 
that we can always find them when we 
need cash. 

“Overseas, use Master-Card/CIRRUS 
ATMs to get local currency at the best 
exchange rate,” he suggests. “These 


ATMs give travelers the same preferen- 
tial rate that banks charge each other, 
which is much better than you'll get at 
airports, hotels or currency exchanges. 
So ATMs are an excellent addition to 
traditional forms of payment like travel- 
ers checks and cash.” Contact your 
bank to find out if you can use Master- 
Card/ CIRRUS ATMs when traveling in 
the U.S. or abroad. 

7. Pack light. Bring more than you 


can carry and you'll be a prisoner of 


expensive taxicabs and hotel porters. 
Mr. Frommer recommends taking one 
medium-sized suitcase and carrying it 
on public transportation. 

8. Be flexible about food. Many infor- 
mal or family-style restaurants serve 
large portions. Don’t be shy about split- 
ting one portion among two people. 

9. Skip nightclubs. Cultural events 
are usually a better bargain than 
“nightlife” spots, according to Mr. 
Frommer. Look here and abroad for dis- 
count ticket booths where you can get 
“day of performance” tickets to shows, 
plays and concerts. 

10. Think free, “Don’t pay for any- 
thing you can get free,” says Mr. From- 
mer. For example, why buy maps when 
tourist bureaus provide them? If your 
credit card carries rental car insurance, 
don’t buy more. Avoid expensive hotel 
phone surcharges by using your tele- 
phone calling card. 

With these tips, Mr. Frommer says, 
you're armed for a wonderful vacation 
that won’t break your budget.
